In claim 50, delete "claim 48" and insert -claim 45- to change the dependency from 
canceled claim 48 to pending claim 45. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is well known to use precursors containing carbon-carbon triple bonds to form carbon 
doped silicon oxide films as noted by Rhee. The use of dual frequency plasmas to form silicon 
carbide layers is also well known as noted by Nemani et al. (6,589,888). However, the Wu 
Declaration dated 1 1/21/07 clearly shows the unexpected results (see Appendices B, C and 
paragraphs 6-8 specifically) from the combination of the use of a dual frequency plasma and a 
precursor containing carbon-carbon triple bond to form a carbon doped silicon oxide film having 
a dielectric constant of not greater than about 3 and/or a cracking threshold of at least about 3 
um.
